In response to Dean Hitt’s

it It must help administrators in decision 
making and see that the University follows

Blanton feels funding for education should be 
at a level higher than the Southern average and 
comparable to the national average He 
believes the General Assembly and the 
Governor should leave curricula questions to 
those who are paid to know about and make 
those decisions Blanton is on record as stating

Blanton won election with pledges of great 
support for higher education and UT It's now 
time to go beyond genera! promises to specific 
programs and funding The voters who elected 
him have every right to expect nothing less 


the big name groups for future concerts But 
considerably less than thal number can be sold 
and still enable SGA to present additional 
concerts, although not of the magnitude of this 
one 

Besides the misrepresentation, the general 
attitude of “buy tickets or else" is a poor one if 
their goal is really to sell the concert They 
have presented a tone of negativism that they 
have condemned in the past and used as a 
whipping post for those who would criticize 
SGA 

One of the most ludicrous statements made 
by SGA officials was the one by Faulk saying. 
“If the students don't buy tickets, this is their 
vote they don't want any more concerts " This 
is ridiculous According to Uiis logic, it would 
cost the student $6 just to cast their ballot in 
favor of more concerts 

Although the concert, featuring HEO 
Speedwagon. Maureen McGovern and Pure 
Prairie League is a sound, lop quality concert, 
there are any number of reasons that a student 
might not be able to attend. Not attending this 
particular concert is certainly not necessarily 
an indication of disapproval Some students 
may have to be out of town, some have other 
tastes in music and some simply don't have the 
money 

If SGA can t sell tickets by convincing 
students of the quality of the concert, they 
should keep quiet Using scare tactics to force 
students into buying tickets is deplorable If 
SGA officers are as convinced of the quality 
and diversity of this concert as they claim to 
lie, then they should not feel the need to resort 
to this 
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I hope this column will clear 
up some of the questions you 
have about the outcome of the 
SGA referendums. I sub¬ 
mitted the bulk of it for 
publication in last week's 
Pacer. 

I am sure The Pacer had 
excellent reasons for not 
printing the column. After all 
isn’t it more important to 
publish a lead editorial and 
editorial cartoon criticizing 
SGA's handling of the 
referendums than to print a 
column discussing the action 
to be taken as a result of the 
referendums. The prominent 
page seven story The Pacer 
ran on the results of the 
referendums reinforced my 
understanding of the im¬ 
portance The Pacer placed on 
the referendums 

Anyway here is last week’s 
column. 

The voices of the 1,100 
students who cared enough 
about the future of UTM to 
vote in the SGA elections and 
referendums have been heard. 
SGA must asaume the views 
they expressed are the same 
as those held by the majority 
of the students. 

They voted by a two to one 
margin to choose UTM's 
nominees to the UT Board ol 
Trustees by popular election. 
This decision Is binding on 
SGA. You will select the 
nominees In next spring's 
elections The Governor will 
select the Trustee from your 
three nominees. 

The voter decisions on the 
rest of the question on the 
referendums are not binding 
on the SGA. The cabinet is 
dedicated to carrying out the 
desires of the voters, but they 
can be overridden by 
Congress. 

Those expressing their 
views voted by a three to one 


margin in favor u t 
establishing an SGA (poo 
sored student legal servie In a 
conflicting vote they said they 
would not bo willing to pay for 
it. One wonders where the 
money for a lawyer’s retainer 
fee will come from. 

On the controversial issue of 
whether or not SGA should 
continue to sponsor the Mias 
UTM Pageant, the vote was 
five to one in favor of con¬ 
tinuing the pageant. 

“Ike and Tina Turner, 
“War,” “The Eagle*,’’ "Anne 
Murray" and "Brownaville 
Station" were the groups most 
favored for a winter quarter 
concert. SGA will make an all 
out effort to book one of them 
groups, but the final decision 
on whether or not there it 
winter quarter concert wt_ 
depend on the number of 
tickets sold to the 
Homecoming Concert. 

The vote was six to one In 
favor of separating the SGA 
and entertainment budgets. 
This split could vastly im¬ 
prove both the services and 
the entertainment the 
students receive, but the 
budget change will require the 
approval of the UT Board c 
Trustees. 

Nearly three-fourths of the 
voters favored forming an All- 
Tennessee athletic con 
lerence. Despite its obvioin 
merits, this will probably be 
the most difficult proposal to 
implement. It will require the 
cooperation of the UT Board of 
Trustees, the State Board of 
Regents and the State 


SGA will do its best to im¬ 
plement the proposals favored 
by the voters. If you are not 
satisfied with the way the 
proposals are being im¬ 
plemented let your 
congress person know.

Fantasticks" attractive despite flaws

Most critics have a 
disgusting tendency to take 
themselves too seriously, 
especially when they set ®r- 
bitrary and sometimes 
superficial ethical codes for 
themselves. 

More often than not these 
critics conveniently overlook 
the “strains of performance" 
and go for blood if the per¬ 
formance is weak in just one 
place 

I will consciously guard 
myself against these critical 
insanities with regard to the 
“Fantasticks," but I’m afraid 
that may not do much good 

Technically the play was 
virtually without flaw. By 
technically, I’m referring to 
the vivacious direction, 
simple but practical set design 
and some very fine dramatic 
lighting and choregraphy 

In fact most of the per 
formers in this witty, urbane 
musical were exceptionally 
talented, versatile and at¬ 
tractive This. I think, would 
be a fitting way to end this 
review : This is an attractive, 
witty musical satire 

The main problem as I 
heard it was the principal 
female Louisa as played by 
Joan W Gardner At in 
termission rumors were 
rampant that she had a bad 
cold I have to take this into 
consideration though I'm 
more inclined to agree with 
the music major who said her 


problem was more bad ear 
than bad cold. 

Not having had any previous 
knowledge of the play, I was 
even open to the possibility 
that the lead female was 
supposed to sing that flat. So 
cynical was the play anyway 
that 1 accepted this as fact 
until I learned that even this 
was not true 

Eventually I ran out of 
excuses for the poor girl and

inescapably inadequate. 
Otheri would not have been so 
kind. Others would have 
written about the unavoidable 
image of Minnie Mouse one 
conjures up when one hears 
poor Ms. Gardner sing. 

Or the striking similarity 
between Ms. Gardner's 
dancing and a bull moose 
stumbling down a steep 
embankment. But I will not. 


My scruples are still partially 
intact. So I will chalk this up 
as the result of the strain of 
constant one-nighters and 
hope that she improves or is 
removed from the cast. 

In spite of its obvious main 
flaws, however, the play was 
by turns exhilarating, 
depressing, disappointing and 
satisfying.

The Library, saddled with 
rising costs and a $6000 cut in 
its operating budget will be 
forced to reduce its new book 
expenditures this year, ac¬

The decrease, which will 
effect most departments in the 
university. will amount to 
approximately 1000 books. 
Stowers said "We purchased 
14.000 books last year," 
Stowers reported, "and if we 
received the same amount of 
money in gifts that we did last 
year, we should be able to 
purchase about 13.000 this 
year." 

The number of periodicals, 
which has increased sub¬ 
stantially during the pasts 
years, will remain fixed at 
1650. Stowers said 

"Periodicals have increased 
in price 12 to 15 per cent 
during the past year,” 
Stowers said, "so we will be 
unable to add additional titles 
without taking away an equal 
number What we want to do is

Houston Gordon counsel for 
Lieutenant William Calley, 
said he believed Captain 
Medina gave the order to "kill 
everyone in My Lai including 


women and children," 
Tuesday night before the Pre- 
legal Society. 

“My theory is that it hap¬ 
pened just as it was planned.' 
Gordon said. "Calley was 
really tried for violating the 
Geneva Convention.” 

The problem was, Gordon 
said, in Calley^s hurried 
military education he was 
never really informed about 
the Geneva Convention. 

Gordon also said he won¬ 
dered why a second lieutenant 
would be charged with 
premeditated murder instead 
of it being considered a war 
crime, but he added war 
crimes had command 
responsibility 

One of Gordon's questions 
was why Calley should be 
singled out, when the never 
released army Peers Report 
says 25 officers should have 
been charged if anyone had 
been charged 

Gordon described the Calley 
case as frustrating, but is 
hopeful Calley will not be 
imprisoned much longer.

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Campus evaluation plan 
may begin Winter Quarter

A campus wide plan for 
evaluating UTM faculty and 
staff is underway and will be 
implemented probably during 
the last two or three weeks of 
winter quarter 
The plan was approved by 


the Academic Senate on May 
28. 1974. and later accepted by

Under the plans' guidelines, 
the faculty, departmental 
chairmen, deans and vice- 
chancellor for academic 
affairs are to be evaluated at

departmental chairmen by 
April 1, the chairmen by 
faculty by May 1. the deans by 
the chairmen by May 15, the 
vice-chancellor by the faculty 
by June I and the Vice 
chancellor by the chairmen by 
June 1. 

It calls ior brief forms 
rating teaching performances 
ilS to 20 items), machine 
scoreable and having "five 
increments for denoting 
variations of excellence " 

The plan permits the 
departments and schools to 
develop the items for the 
forms they will be rated on so 
allowance can be made for 
variations in courses and 
teaching methods. The items 
are to be subject to the sd- 
proval of the vice-chancellor 
for academic affairs. Nor 
man Campbell, and the 
director of the computer 
center, James Westmoreland 
The plan indicates forms for 
rating professional per¬ 
formance at administrative 
levels would be developed by- 
all involved, under the 
direction of Campbell and 
subject to the approval of 
Chancellor Larry T 

McGehee. 

In an Oct. 10 meeting on the 
implementation of the 

evaluation system, a group of 
faculty and staff agreed 
evaluation forms are to be 
developed and approved by 
Dec 15 and the evaluation 
should be accomplished near 
the end of next quarter. 

They also agreed the 
committee on instruction 
should advise in the 

development of the rating 
forms and maintain a sample 
form file 

According to the form, the 
primary purpose of the 
evaluation is to And out what 
is expected of an individual 
and how his or her 

professional performance 
may be improved. 

An additional recom 
mendation approved in the 
plan calls for the ad¬ 
ministration to “exp’ \-e the 
possibility of requiring every 
student that graduates from 
UTM to take the Graduate 
Record Examination, if 
available in the appropriate 
subject area," and in a subject 
area not covered by the GRE. 
schools and departments 
"should select a test com 
parable to the advanced test of 
the GRE which will be used in 
lieu of the advanced tests of 
the GRE, on approval of the 
vice-chancellor for academic 
affairs, 

“One of the things we 
believe,” Campbell said, “is 
that this school has a goal ol 
excellence in undergraduate 
education." 

Campbell indicated the 
Academic Senate Committee 
on Instruction in making the 
recommendation probably 
thought a GRE requirement 
would boost the acceptability 
of UTM graduate and medical 


school hopefuls and might 
increase the prestige of UTM. 
possibly encouraging a flow of 
good students and some grant 
money - depending on whether 
the results of the tests were 
favorble to UTM

$168 per square foot for 
operation of the building 

"If we don't need it for 
housing.” he said, “we'd like 
for the operation of the 
physical plant to be funded to 
do that." 

“Because the housing surplus 
is limited to women’s housing, 
the residence trails to lie 
considered in reducing tile 
number of beds are limited to 
McCord, Ellington North. G-II 
North and Clement," the plan 
states "Of the four, Clement 
Hall (which contains 456 beds) 
would be the logical choice." 

The plan gives four reasons 
for choosing Clement, in 
eluding: 

1. Two hundred and forty- 
four (or 54 per cent) of the 
beds in Clement are located in 
a section without air con¬ 
ditioning 

2. Clement is the oldest 
residence hall and is in Un- 
worst state of repair. 

3. The debt service on 
Clement is the lowest on any 
residence hall and con 
sequently would be easier to 
meet using non-housing 
revenue. 

4 The maintenance on this 
hall is high because uf its 
design and age. ami 
elimination of this cost would 
result in a significant savings 
annually to the housing 
budget 

5. Because it is located 
nearer to academic buildings 
and because of its design, 
Clement would be more easily 
convertible lo non housing use 
than any other residence hall 

6 . Under Title IX of Ihe 
Higher Education Amend 


ments, men's and women's 
facilities on a campus must be 
equal in price and facility. 
Parity exists between all oUiei 
men’s and women’s residence 
halls leaving Clement as tlx- 
only hall without comparably 
priced facilities foi men 
Thus, elimination of Clemcnl 
would bring student housing al 
UTM completely info com 
pliance with Title IX 
guidelines. 

“We’re not asking them to 
buy the building." Watkins 
said. “We’re not even asking 
them to pay off the debt 
service. All we’re asking is 
that they maintain it.” 

Watkins said they fell 
Clement was the only one 
there was a possibility that 
THEC would go for, and all 
others have debt retirements 
large enough lo keep them 
from converting them to oilier 
uses 

Under the proposal. 20 per 
cent of Clement would remain 
for residence use, probably as 
a residence for athletes 

“This is only one possibility 
that is lieing considered." 
Watkins said, "but there are a 
couple of reasons why Ihis’ 
looks like a good choice." 

Watkins said a significant 
number of athletes have said 
they would prefer living 
together rather than being 
separated He said the second 
reason w ould be the $12-15,000 
savings in the athletic budget 

There are several uses Ural 
have been suggested by the 
University as possibilities for 
the remaining 80 per cent. 
Offices and facilities now 
housed in Ml. Pelia Lodge and 
the ROTC Building could In- 
placed in Clement, since the 


two structures are scheduled 
to be torn down. 

Other possible uses include 
offices for extended services, 
the proposed educational FM 
radio station. Housing Office 
and key shop A large por 
tion of the building would he 
used for storage. Watkins 
said, which is desperately- 
needed. 

Watkins said ihe proposal 
will not affect any of the 
Clement residents this year, 
hut he is hopeful it will be in 
effect by next fall.

A slide show and lecture on 
African Wildlife will be 
presented by Dr. William F. 
Nelson, associate professor of 
biology, at 7:30 p.m. Tuesday 
in Room 209 of the University 
Center. 

Nelson’s talk, which is pari 
of the fall Phi Kappa Phi 
Honor Society program, will 
be on the biology of lions, 
according to Dr. Patrick 
Taylor, associate professor of 
history and Phi K Phi sponsor 

"Nelson will discuss the 
lions as well as their com¬ 
petitors among the predators 
and the species on which they 
prey," Taylor said. "He has 
hundreds of color slides of the 
big cats and their victims 
from which to choose, made in 
Kenya and Tanzania." 

Last August Nelson, with a 
Volkswagon and African 
driver, worked his way over a 
vast area of Africa “with 
camera in hand,” Taylor said.
